John 10:2—"'The Jews therefore: came 
round about him and said unto him; 
How “tong” dost-thou~hold--us—in..sus-. 


The preacher’s words sét; forth the 
blindnesg of, the unbeliever, He said 
that’ many of the brightest and most 
intelligent men of today are puzzled 
just asthe Jews were, but their skep-’ 
ticism is due to their hearts, not their 
heads. They reject theBible, without 
having given it the study necessary to 
form an opinion regarding it. Dr Clark 
said. that it was fortunate for religion 
that it is mysterious and causes men 
to doubt, for he-said, if everything 
were plain as day it would be-evident 
be Christianity was man’s own de- 
vice, 

Dr. Clark said the spread of unbelief 
is due in many cases to the fact that 
it has become to a certain extent fash- 
ionable to disbelieve, It is even re- 
garded as scientific; but such conclu- 
sions Witt not bear close scrutiny. “A 
man.is a fool to lay down in a vile al- 
ley and declare that, there are no sweet 
breezes blowing. over the fields. It is 
impudence’ amd inscnity to judge the 
Bible by some of its stories, to look up- 
on the allegorical in the same light as 
the historical, and thus cast the book 
aside, notwithstanding the lessons in- 
tended to be taught by the stories of 
Sampson and Jonah, which have be- 
come a stumbling block, when they 
should become a guide. 

Dr. Clark concluded with the state- 
ment that in reality there is no unbe- 
lief. “He who plants,” he said, “trusts 
in God that the seeds will. sprout. He 
who sleeps knows that God will keep 
him till he wakes. Unconsciously day 
by day, by our every life, we all admit 
our belief in God.” 

Dr. Clark. then spoke as follows to 
the young lady students: 

“Young ladies of the graduating 
class~-In. the swift. flying months and 
years you have come to this last Sun-° 
day of your school life.. But you do 
not bid adieu to the house of God, its 


will filhd it planted, or finding it not, 
will be in haste to establish it, 

“You will have utterly failed in all 
these hours of study and thought and. 
training, if you have not learned the 
fear of the Word, who is. the begin- 
ning of wisdom. Accomplished in all 
else but this, you are scantily furnish- 
ed for any abiding work. Literature 
has no need of more to obscure the 
light-which shines from the throne and 
the cross, Art is already weary, of its 
petty subjects and can only be lifted 
}-out of its commonness, as before, day 
the devout spirits who saw God while 
they wrought. The schools are longing 
as Goethe was, for them who know 
whom and what they believe, and not 
them who will multiply their doubts, 
Society .in its tiresome rounds of friv- 
olous engagements and pleasures is 
looking for the strong souls who have 
no energies to waste and no artifices to 
practice, 

“To enter either of these callings, as- 
sured of nothing stable or true, beyond 
that which offers a visible demonstra- 
tion, Is to add another profitless life to 
those who are already in despair. It is 
to sew dragon’s teeth rather than the 
life giving word, Without-Christianity. 
you will only wreck trembling hopes. 
With it, you will be welcomed, as was 
Florence Nightingale, in the fever hos- 
pitals of Lentari, and going heaven- 
ward bye and bye, will blessedly find 
you are taking others with you. Have

“I come to you this afternoon, dear 
friends, with a wish. It is the wish 
that appealed to me the instant I re- 
ceived your beloved principal's grate- 
ful invitation to speak to you. on this 
occasion, It is the wish John the apos- 
tle expressed in a letter he wrote to 
Gaius, his friend: ‘Beloved,’ he said, 
‘I wish above all'things that thou may- 
est prosper and be in health, even as 


“‘T wish that thoumayest prosper and 
be in health.’ How free handed! How 
large hearted! The kingdom of God, 
which is the kingdom of godly men, 
the kitgdom of heaven, which is a 
kingdom on, but not of the earth, em- 
braces every worthy interest conceiv- 


man, ; 

“Know ye not that your body fi ad 
temple of the Holy ‘Ghost who i I- 
eth in’ you? The whole healing min- 
istry of Jesus is a premium upon the 
outward and bodily relations of life. It 
is in Him that we live and move and 
have our being. ‘“To-Him I cwe my 
life and breath,’ : Me 

“The sciences of hygiene, pathology, | 


‘sanitation and’ athtetics~-areso-many- 


instrumentalities whereby God is con- 
tributing to the physical well being of 
men, Nor is it an accident that the 
mind of man is becorhing 80 intelli- 
gett, that the facilities of a higher ed- 
ucation are coming within the reach 
of growing numbers, eager to avail 
themselves of them. . The yoke com- 
paratively speaking,, i$ easy. The hill 
of learning has been graded; the 
crooked has been made straight; the 
rough smooth; drudgery—the student 
in this latter day need-know little, of _ 
it. ‘Her ways are ways of pleasant- 
ness, There is indeed a royal road to 
learning. 

“There is a divinity in these signs 
of the times. God is in the learning 
that is being disseminated. It, along 
with what He is doing for the physi- 
cal and spiritual welfare of men, is a 
part of His plan for the redemption of 
the whole man. 

“The wish I bring to you in the 
words of the text is qualified, I wish 
above ali things that thou mayest 
prosper, and: bein health as.faras thy 
soul prospereth, no farther. The wish 
of the text, so qualified as to make 
moral attainment the measure of ma~ 
terial acquisition, serves as an inter- 
preter of national life. Prof. Bryce 
mentions these essentials of good cit- 
izenship: Interest, intelligence, inde- 
pendence. There is certainly a fourth, 
integrity. ‘How to make ‘a good town 
is an intensely practical subject. 
Among the ingredients are-cuggested: 
Grit, vim, snap, push, energy, schools, 
morality,’ harmony, cordiality, To 
make a good town talk about it, write 
about it, advertise in its newspapers, 
patronize its merchants, speak well of 
the public spirited) men, and_be one 
yourself, help good men to office. The 
chief ingredient, however, is the Chris- 
tian citizen.” * 

Dr. Stebbins referred at some length, 
to Gladstone and noted that it was the 
moral greatness of England’s grand 
oldv¥man that has been chiefly recog- 
nized. Referting to the present war 
with Spain Dt, Stebbins said: “Among 


%the compensations of the war that is 


upon us is this: That a moral inven- 
tory is béing taken of. the United 
States. It is certainly the opportunity 
unparalled in the history of the world, 
which God is giving us. So,:as not 
otherwise, the war is ‘to be justified.”

Eyes of the Spanish Soldiers 
Are Opened. 


See a Great Array of Transports—Gen- 


eral Shafter Conferred With General | 


Garcia—Axsnrances on the Troops’ Im- 
*mupnity From Disease—Shafter to Have 

Reinforeements—Estimates as to the 

Enemy's Strength Near the Scene. 


Kingston, June 22.—As soon as the 
fleet of transports arrived ata point 
about 20 miles off Santiago Monday af- 
ternoon the steamer having on board 


other vessels and steamed to the flag- 


ship of the American fleet in order to | 


visit Rear Admiral Sampson. . The gen- 
eral Went on board the flagship and the 
Seguranca proceeded to Acerraderos, a 
little over 17 miles west of Sai.tiago, near 
which General Garcia is.encamped with 
2000 Cuban soldiers. @eneral Shafter 
and his staff and Rear Admiral Sampson 
were conveyed to Garcia's headquarters 
about a mile inland, where they spent 
several hours in consultation. General 
Garcia gave the Americans assurances 
that they need have no fear of contract- 
ing diseases on the southeastern coast of 
‘Cuba, as the climate there is not un- 
healthy,-only.-extremely’ hot, at this 
season.of the year. The Cuban general 
declared that his own troops, ill fed and 
clothed as they. were, were in” good 
health, and therefore the Americans 
need not fear fevers or other ailments. 

General Shafter examined the condi- 
tion of the Cuban soldiers during his 
visit and was impressed with their hardy 
and soldierly appearance, though he 
recognized the fact that they need 
clothes and provisions, both of which 
were given them during the day. The 
interview closed with the understand- 
ing on the part of both generals that 
small bodies of troops are to be landed 
at once at several points along the 
coast, where they will be safe from seri- 
ous attack by the Spaniards and will:be 
able to keep the enemy in doubt, for the 
present, as to their ultimate intentions. 

Before nightfall all the other trans- 
ports and the convoying warships had 
drifted’ nearer to”the store, and. the 
Spanish soldiers, watching from the 
bluffs on both sides of the entrance of 
Santiago harbor, must have been im- 
pressed by the great array of vessels 
standing off shore. There were nearly 
60 of them, including the troopships and 
the men-of-war, comprising Rear Ad- 
miral Sampson’s fleet and the squadron 
of Commodore Schley. The 8000 Spanish 
soldiers and perhaps 2000 sailors guard- 
ing the city and harbor of Santiago 
doubtless concluded that there was but 
a small chance of overcoming tHe force 
of American warships and some 20,000 
American soldiers and sailors which will 
be hurled against them before the pres- 
ent week is over. \ 

The soldiers, most of whom beheld the 
shores of Cuba for the first time in their 
lives, watched the steep mountain sides 
through the gathering darkness with 
many thoughts of home passing through 
their minds, realizing the fact that in 
a few days they would be fighting for 
their country’s’*honor in the deep canyons 
which were then. darkly visible in the 
gloom of the passing day, and wonder- 
ing how many of them would return to 
the homes they had left to do service 
in the nation’s cause, and how many 
would find a grave in that strange.and 
distant land they had come to conquer. 
The newspaper dispatch boats, which 
had been steaming.’ back and forth 
among the transports since the arrival 
of the latter, were held at every stage 
of their passage with the request to take 
latters to the nearest mailing point, giv- 
ing accounts of the voyage and an- 
nouncing the safe arrival of the army 
off the enemy's coast. For some it might 
we the mst word for motner, etre of 
sweetHéart at home from him who had 
answered the call of his country and left 
family and fireside with light heart, 
bueyant spirits and all the enthusiasm 
of youth to combat a foe foreign to him 
in race, tongue and natural instincts. 
According to the regulations at the out- 
break of the war, not a light was visible 
on any of the ships and the cordon of 
men-of-war lying under the Spanish 
guns near Morro castle kept their vigil 
with more than usual care during the 
dark hours of the night to guard against 
the approach of a destroying torpedo 
boat which might attempt to run out of 
the harbor and, with a_ well-directed 
shot, sink a troopship in the depths of 
the sea and send the souls of those 
aboard her into the realms of eternity. 


TO REINFORCE SHAFTER. 


More Regiments to Be Dispatched With. 


out Delay. 

Washington, June 22.—Two months 
ago Tuesday war broke out between the 
United States and Spain, according to 
the proclamation of the president and 
the declaration of congress, The endof 
that period finds’ nearly 16.000 United 
States troops lying off Santiago, prepar- 
ing to land; it finds cable communication 
established between the departments at 
Washington and the advance guard of 
the expedition in Cuba, and it finds Cu- 
ban territory in the possession of United 
States, backed by a squadron, and near- 
ly all of the commercial ports of Cuba 
blockaded. This is all apart from 
Dewey's great victory at Manila, andfrom 
the splendid results achieved in organ- 
izing several armies now in the camps. 
Therefore the officers of the adminis- 
tration feel that they have a right to 
look back with pride over what has been 
accomplished in the short space of two 
months, working ina large part with raw 
material in both the army and the navy. 

The government has determined to 
send heavy reinforcements to General 
Shafter at Santiago. The first expedi- 
tion will leave Newport News Thursday 
morning, carrying Brigadier General 
Duffield’s separate brigade of the Second 
army corps, made up of the Ninth Massa- 
chusetts, the Thirty-third and Thirty- 
fourth Michigan and the Third Vir- 
ginia regiments, in all about’ 4000 men. 
Expeditions will follow rapidly by way 
of Tampa, for while Fernandina and 
Miami are considered to have many 
good pointe for concentrating, troops, yet 
army Officials are satisfied that Tampa 
can be retained with advantage as the 
main point of embarkation. The next

The war depart- 
ment is satisfied that the Cuban forces 
under Garcia can keep Pando from re- 
inforcing Santiago. Should this not be 
the Spanish forces at 
Santiago would be augmented to about 
25,000 men. They are well armed, well 
disciplined, seasoned to the climate, 
know the fighting grounds of that lo- 
cality, and are probably as good an all- 
around fighting force as the Spaniards 
can bring to bear. There is no purpose 
on. the part of the authorities here to 
eave General Shafter with an inadequate 
force to meet these seasoned Spanish 
soldiers. ‘ 


General Linare« Telegrapha. 

London, June 22.—The Havana corre- 
spondent of The Times says: ‘General 
Linares, in command in the province 
of Santiago, telegraphs that 60 vessels, 
supposed to be carrying the American 
expeditionary force, have arrived off 
Santiago. 

“General Blanco is sending six battal- 
ions to protect the coast of the province. 
Great enthusiasm prevails in Havana. 
Order is maintained, and no yellow fever 
is reported.” 


GARCIA IS GRATEFUL. 


Grizzled Cuban Visited Captain Chadw ck 
of the New York. 

Kingston, June 21—A correspondent 
of the Associated Press had an oppor- 
tunity of interviewing General Calixto 
Garcia, who, with his staff, was brought 
to Admiral Sampson's flagship on the 
gunboat Vixen. ‘ 

The white-haired general was lying 
in the cabin of Captain Chadwick, the 
commander of the New York. He was 
seasick. This is the message Garcia 
sent to the American people: “I am 
obliged for the efforts of the American 
people in securing the independence of 


Cuba, and I shall do all I can to defeat 


the Spaniards quickly.”

GENERAL GARCIA, 
Speaking of the march from Banes, 
where he went-to receive the munitions 
from the Florida expedition, he said: 
“We had a hard march over the rough 
roads.

My 4000 men are in good con- 
dition except for slight fatigue of the 
long march. We found enough food, 
though the Spaniards are starving. The 
patriots are not suffering from the 
blockade. They can always get food, 
It is the-Spaniards who pay the price.

Then General Garcia asked Admiral 
Sampson, who sat. beside him, what 
had happéned to the other Spanish 
ships, the Pelayo and the rest, and 
opened his eyes wide, with a muttered 
exclamation of surprise, when he heard 
that Admiral Camara was still at home. 

At Holguin, Garcia said, there are 
10,000 Spanish troops, but he believes 
the 3000 men he left there will effectually 
prevent the enemy from reaching San- 
tiago from the Holguin side.

Washington, June 21.—Mail advices 
have been received in Washington of 
a recent attempt in Havana to assas- 
Sinate Captain General Blanco, which 
was made by Mariano Salva, a young 
member of the volunteer army. The 
attempted killing took place as he was 
leaving the palace to accompany some 
of the officers of his staff on an inspec- 
tion of the earthworks on the outskirts 
of the city. Salva sent a rifle bullet into 


the calf of-Blanco’s lett teg. 


«The volu..teer is a member of the 
guard on duty around the palace. Hi 
younger. brother, also a@ volunteer, we 
recently arrested on a charge of con- 
spiring with the enemies of Spain

The younger Salva was tried by court- 
martial and condemned to death,.

Body of 10 Year Old Lowell Boy Found

The body of a boy, apparently about 
10 years of age, was found floating in 
the river Tuesday morning, near the 
pumping station.

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A Prosperous City. 


Part 1 of volume 5 of the census of 
Massachusetts, for 1895, which has just 
been issued, contains some interesting 
information. relative to Lawrence's 
business interests. It shows that dur- 
ing the decade preceding Lawrence has 
been making rapid strides. The city 
stands fourth highest in the amount of 
capital invested in the municipalities 
of the state. The city holding the larg- 
est amount of capital is Boston, the ag- 
gregate being $77,064,107, or 14.93 per 
cent .of the industrial capital of the 
state. Next to Boston comes Fall 
River, in which the aggregate capital 
amounts to $43,850,952, or 8.50 per cent 
of the total for the state. Next to 
Fall River is Lowell with $29,967,401, or 
5.81 per cent and then comes Lawrence 
with $26,323,113, or 5.10 per cent. 

Not only this but the investment 
here has not been made without re- 
turn. Lawrence shows an increase of 
69.94 per cent in the value of goods 
made in the decade, exceeding Fall 
River by .04 per cent and Lowell by 
26.52 per cent. ; 

The city showing the greatest in- 
crease in the value of goods made is 
Cambridge, the increase beirg $22,170,- 
911, or 143.02 per cent. Lawrence ts 
ninth on this list. The cities showing 
the most gain are North Adams 119.87 
per cent Newton 114.46, ‘Chelsea 97.60, 
Chicopee 85.92, New Bedford 81.19, Mal- 
den 75.48, Fitchburg 70.57, Lawrence 
69.94, Fall River 69.09, Brockton 63.89, 
and Medford 51.33. Some of the. cities 
in which large percentages of increase 
are shown are not leading industrial 
cities, however, the large percentages 
being due to the fact that while their 
industries are limited, they have devel- 
oped materially during the decade. Of 
the other industrial cities of the com- 
monwealth, Holyoke shows an increase 
of 46.15 per cent,.Worcester 43.15 per 
cent, Pittsfield 37.32 per cent, Taunton 
35.80 per cent, Lowell 33.42 per cent, 
Springfield 32.25 per cent, Haverhill 
16.97 per cent and Boston 14.82 per, cent, 
It will be noticed that the city of Som- 
erville shows a decrease amounting to 
32.48 per cent. This is largely, if not 
entirely, due to the fact that certain 
establishments manufacturing food 
products partly in Somerville and part- 
ly in Cambridge were erroneously cred- 
ited to Somerville in 1885, but were not 
thus credited in 1895.. To this fact is 
also due in a large measure the ab- 
normal increase shown in the value 
product for Cambridge. 


Blood’s Case. 


Two counts of larceny were ‘rought 
against bred Blood at the session of 
police court Monday to both of 
which he entered pleas of not guilty.
